THE REQUIEM OF THE SEASON, 


The legitimate Turf campaign closed last week at Warwick, and 
the Catendars issued from the Burlington-strect bureau inform us 
that upwards of four hundred owners of horses have been suc- 
cea ful since the opening of the season, three of them netting 


no Jes a sum than £60,445 with thirty-three animals, the 
fortunate trio of individuals being Count de la Grange 
(£21,905), the Dake of Beaufort (£10,544), and Lord 


Stamford (£11,998), Eight hondred and eighteen horses have 
won prizes this year, viz, 228 two-yr-olds, 245 three-yr-olds, 
176 4-yr-olds, 74 S-yr-olds, 46 6-yr-olds, and 68 aged ones. The 
number of successful stallions may be recorded as 206, and three of 
them produced 86 winners that carried off £72,017, viz,—Stockwell 
(£33,219), Monarque (£20,454), and Newminster (£18,343). The 
latter mentioned sire had the greatest number of winners (45), and 
took most prizes (101), but they are little over half the amount 
Stockwell’s progeny (37) netted. Karly as one or two of our con- 
temporaries huve been in the field with their statistics this season 
wo prepared our readers three weeks ago for the principal successes 
of our leading Turf patrons, and the most popular of their represen~ 
tatives, that in addition to the three noblemen enumerated 
above only thirty-four gentlemen have won upwards of a couple 
of thousand pounds each, viz.—Mr, James Merry, £8,983 ; 
Mr. Richard Sutton, £7,808; Mr. R, Ten Broeck, £6,149; 
Lord Portsmouth, £6,020 ; Marquis of Hastings, £5,997 ;

£4,348 ; Sir Joseph Hawley, £4,860; Mr. Pardoe, £3,919 ; Lord 
St. Vincent, £3,887; Mr. Hodgman, £8,749; Mr. Henry, £3,680 ; 
Colonel Bailey, 23.2375; Mr. Craven, £38,074 ; Mr. Saxon, £2,999 ; 
Mr. J. Bowea, £2,848 ; My. Saville, £2,660; Mr. Barber, £2,550 ; 
Captain Machcll, £2,541; Mr. Angell, £2,515; Willian Day, £2,510, 
Mr. W. Morris, £2,506; Captain Gray, £2,474; Meesra. Osborne;

Mackenzie, £2,200; and Mr, QR. Kelso, £2205, The two-yr-olds 
have not been very heavy winners this season, and though Mr. Pitt 
j. credited with no less than ten victories he has secured only £4114, 
whilst Lord Lyon netted £4,385 at fouressays, Miss Roland won eight 
race’, Chibisa and Qui Vive seven each, and Gretna, Xi, Miss Hart 
riette, and Ambition, half a dozen each. Gladiateur’s magnificen- 
haul of £19,889 is more than treble the winnings of the nexs three- 
ye-old in the statistical list, and though Regalia won as many races 
us he did (seven) sbe only gets £5,796 to her name, and thia sum is 
principally made up by the Oaks prize. Lord Conyngham 
won & dozen races, most of them Qucen’s Plates in Ireland, 
and Nothing More nine, Sydmonton coming next in order 
with eight wins, Though Moulsey won thirteen prizes, 
amounting in value to £2,884, Ely is the four-yr-old premier 
with £4,004, and we presume we have seen the last of him 
in pablic, for he is almost sure to go to Mr. Hlenkiron’s haram 
next season, and compel Tom Olliver to carry out his threat of turn- 
jug missionary.” Pearl Diver just tops Raglan with £1,899 in the 
live-yr-old division, the Lansdown bred horse getting £1,274, but 
Scamander is not far bebind either with his solitary win of £1,165, In 
this age class Allow Me has won the greatest number of times 
(ten), the Heron blood again manifesting superiority, yet his win- 
ings reach but £385. Sir Joseph Hawley has been very unlucky 
this year with his stud of horses, only three turning out victors; 
bat Argonaut brought £3,210 to the baronet’s coffers, which is more 
than double what Queen of Trumps won (£1,391), and she is second

in the sixtyr-old array, with a dozen races credited to her, 
which, however, is two less than Troublesome won, the Hobbie 
Noble mare being the most successful runner of the year, Stanton’s 
winnings were eight, and he is at the head of the veteran horses 
with £1,055 only. George Fordham has been the luckiest rider, 
scoring 142 victories ; Jemmy Grimshaw coming next with 111. 


The Warwick and Croydon re-unions afforded us an insight into 


the real merits of the French bred L’Africain, and we congratulate 
the Maesgwynne Squire upon possessing the best steeplechase horse 
of modern times. The ci-devant Falendre is not only a speedy and stout 
animal, but a most perfect fencer, and we are glad that he received no 
injury from his Surrey dinorben of Wednesday last. There is nothing 
in this country, or any other, within many pounds of him, and unless 
he is fearfully crushed with weight, the Liverpool Grand National 


Steeplechase of next March is certainly within his grasp, It isa 
pity that he has such an aversion to railway travelling, and singular 
that in these days the old system of walking to meet engagements is 
obliged to be resorted to in his case, ‘Though he had walked all the 
way from Cheltenham to Warwick last week, and from the latter 
place to Croydon, he appeared none the worse. : 

The Derby betting during the past few days has been chiefly 
noticeable for the continued improvement of Rustic and Auguste, 
the renewal of support to The Student, and a growing partiality for 
the Stabber, ‘Ihe Two Thousand is scarcely mentioned, other than 
offers to back Lord Lyon for the double event. No doubt the 
Waterloo Cup will afford the most speculation during the winter 
months, as very few will venture to open books on the Chester Cup, 
the favourites for which are evidently Solon and Mail Traia, 
Upwards of « hundred subscribers’ names are already down for the 
great race on the Roodee, Walcot is talked of in the north, in con- 
nection with this struggle, but we should strongly advise our 
readers not to invest any money until the imposts are published.

We shall be curious to see the mocting of these two, 
and Alcibiade, Morocco, Emblematic, &c., at Aintree. We are told 
that Agag is likely to turn out the national champion next year. We 
shall see. ; , 

No one can sympathise with Lord Glasgow, for the goneral verdict 
is that he has behaved unkindly, in fact unfeelingly, to every trainer 
and jockey he has had in his service. It has not transpired why 
Young Tom Dawson threw up his engagement with the fickle 
Scotchman ; and it is to be hoped that the civil and clever Johnny 
Osborne is not destined to be “hooked” into an unpleasantness. If 
some trainers and jockeys had their own way Lord Glasgow would 
not only have to prepare his own horses but ride them into the 
bargain, Doubtless it was a vast disappointment to his lordship 
that General Peel should turn out to be such a consummate coward ; 
but there is no justification for misinterpretation, much less for 
stigmatising honest employés, Fortunately we have very few

Posh Price was born in 1832, and is consequently 33 years of age, ho non 
= Sin in height, and has been the victor in ten battles, He first encountere 
Mush, for £5 4 side, on Sept. 16, 1850, at Upper Saltloy, and beat him aioe 
rounds in 85 minutes. He next beat Boucher, Feb, 16th, 1851, Boucher falling 
insensible in the sixtioth round ; the stakes were £5 a side. He was also equally 
fortunate with Leighton, with whom he fought on Sheldon Common, 70 rounda 
in 80 minutes, for £10 a side, June 14, 1852, He then fought Benson for £3 
n sido at Hay Mill Bank, and beat him in 62 rounds in 65 minutes on Nov. 
67 1954, His next fight was with Hoiland for £6 a side on Sheldon 
Common on June 4 1855, whom he beat in 65 rounds in 105 minutes. 
On Nov. 19, in the same year, he beat Liddy at Baron’s Bridge, in 72 rounds, 
occu ying 80 minutes, In 1856 ho was matched to fight Ben Terry for 
£50 : side at Wallingford-road, on held 8, when he conquered in 22 rounds in 31 
minutes, He was then matched with Jem Mace for £50 a side, on June 25, 1859, 
but Mace beat him in 11 rounds in 17 minutes, He was next matched with 
Rodger Crutchley for £6 a side, but the police interfered, Crutchley wis boand 
over to keep the peace, and the stakes were drawn, Hethen beat Dan Crutchley 
for £10 a side, in 61 rounds in 75 minutes, at Bicknell, Aug. 26, 1861. Ho then 
fought W. Jackson for £20 a side, and beat him in 44 rounds in 65 minutes, Nov. 
26. 1861. Hoe then beat Tom Allen for £104 sido, near Satton Coldfield, July 
23) 1962, in 35 rounds in 60 minutes, and on Nov. 25, 1862, he was beaten by Joe 
Goss at Stonebridge, near Wolverhampton, in a match for £26 a side, in 66 

inutes, 
bt nee We as yearn ot ago, and stands & feet 9} inches, beat Maurice 
Connor for £5 a side in 1861, beat Jack Gould for £10 aside in 55 minutes in 
the following year, and received forfeit of Thorpe, of Leeds ; shortly after 
then beat Young White, of Birmingham. He was afterwards matched with 
Dan Collings, bat through Dan being pinched the battle wasdrawn. He was 
Vwaten by Posh Price, and afcerwards beat Bingey Rose, of Nottingham, and 
was boaten by Bob Smith, the Black, at Liverpool. His last match was with 
Jack Parkiason, in which Allen received the stakes from Parkinson, refusing 
10 renew the fight after having been interfered with by the police, 

The present match between these well-reputed pugilists was eagerly watched 
hy the amateurs of the fistic art, and the careful training and high condition of 
the men gave evident proof of their anxiety to do their best on the occasion. 
They left their training quarters last week, and by the arrangements made at a 

revious meeting the ishing was to take place at Mr. Clarke's, Flying Hor-o, 
Pittlo Hampton-street, between 6 and 6 o'clock on the morning of the fight. 
Accordingly at an early hoar a numerous assemblage met at the hostelry named, 
hut unfortanately the publicity given had awakened the attention of tho police, 
who appeared at the spot for the purpose of arresting the combatants, who were 
consequently prevented weighing, and compelled to fight at catch weight, This 
cated a delay of upwards of an hour and a half before they could eludo the 
vizilance of the police and make their way to Whiston Cross, Salop (about 23 
miles from Birmingham), whither tho referee and commissary with the ropes 
and stakes had preceded them. On the arrival of these functionaries they found 
the chosen spot polluted by a band of police, and consequently returned towards 
whence they came, and meeting tho belligerents by the way they returned to 
Wolverhampton to procure some refreshment and cogitate on further proceed 
ines, The referec at length ordered them to start for Bioxwich, but here agaln 
their enemies had possession of the ground, and a further move becamo necessary, 
the word was therefore given for Holly-lane, where the ring was soon formed, 
and at 2.60 p.m. the combatants entero, atteuded by their seconds.

No sooner was the decision of the referee known and the combatants had re- 
tired to resume their clothing when a detachment of police arrived on the 
spot only in time to be too late, One of the fraternity, Sergeant Martin, had 
previously interfered, but was utterly powerless to contend against the 
assembled multitude. A meeting was hot the samo evening, and the referee 
named the spot for meeting on Tuesday morning, when the party weat to the 
place appointed at Bassct Pole Inn, near Tamworth, in a piece af ground 
adjoining which the ring was pitched. Price and Allen retired to make ready 
to renew the fight, the spectators at the ring were anxiously expecting the 
combatants, when, alas for human anticipations—no sooner did Allen emerge 
from the Inn door, stripped for the Aomabat: than he was selzed by Inspector 
Bloxham, one of whose followers immediately secured Price, and took them 
both offto “durance vile.” The result therefore remains in abeyance. Allen 
was immediately bailed out and Price shortly after.

TOM M’KELVEY AND JACK BALDOCK, FOR £60, 

The fancy of the Home Circuit for the last tew weeks have been antici- 
pating a ‘merry mill” between the comparatively unknown Man and the 
veteran Baldock. Tho Scotchman showed himself a master of the ring tactics 
in July last, when he fought with Ned Donnelly, and only succumbed after Ned 
had closed his optics with frequent visitation. ‘He was taken in hand by Mr, 
Richardson, an Hast-End publican, and the present match was arranged to 
fight on Tuesday, at 9st 121b. Mac’s caroer within the roped arena has been 
limited, but successful so far as it has gone. He polished of Webster and 
Smith in off-hand turn ups, and he was afterwards matched for £25 a side, near 
Edinburgh,, in March of this year, with Ellward, whom ho frightened from a 
second meeting, they having been stopped by tho police. His next shy was 
with Ned Donnelly, whose science wags too much for Sandy, tuough Ned’s 
chance twice or tbri2e was nearly gone, Ho is twenty-six years of age, and 
stands 5ft 64in. For Tuesday’s encounter M'Kelvev weut into the couatry to 
train, under the eye of Lawley, and he returned to Mr, Richardson's on Suoday 
night, aston ot by his backer, Mr, Abrahams, who communicated the un- 
welcome intelligence that Mac Was 4!b over the stipulated weight. This had 
to bo taken off, and placing him behind a gig and giving him a trot of five miles 
with an extra suit of flannels, followed by a Turkish bath, ho scaled a quarter 
ofa pound under the Ost 121d at three o’elock on Monday; but when the official 
weighing took place at Bos Tyler's, he had gained a pound and a quarter, and 
if Bos had thought proper to take advantage of this, ha could have claimed. 
As it was, Tylor, on the part of Baldock, aceepted £7 103., aud the match 
went on, 

Baldock has appeared several times in the ring with varied success. He had 
a draw with Owen Lee, for £10 4 side, in 1854. Ta tho following year he beat 
Ginger Joe aud Donovan. His successes wero reversed when pitted against his 
present backer, Bos Tyler, who made Baldock ery “ Hold, enough !” arter fight. 
ing 3 hours 5min; and ho refused to renew tho fight with Dooney Harris in 
1857, and consequently lost the battle, For the present match he had beea 
training at Great Whalley, Essex, and he arrived at Bos Tyler's on Sunday, He 
is over thirty years of age, and ig 5ft hin in height. The East-End ‘drams 
were besieged with eager ones on Monday night, to know the whereabouts on 
the morrow, but the ** grifflu” was not known until late in the evening. The 
start was from a well-known station, at a convenient hour in the morning, and 
this induced a vory large concourse of spectators. he morning, however, was 
anything but cheering, and several old ring-goers, when they became acquainted 
with tho fixture, showed the white feather, and returned home, Av oft-visited 
spot was tried, but the blue-coated gentry wore there, and this necessitated a 
water excursion, although the wiad was blowing great guns, and again several 
more timid ones fought shy. A safe landing being effected, the ropes and 
stakes were speedily pitched by Fred Oliver (who for some time past has been 
missed from the ring-side through illnesy) and his satellite, “ Puggy-” A long 
delay now occurred, M‘Kelvey seeming most reluctant to commence business. 
Baldock’s backers, after repeated applications to M’Kelvoy'’s patty, took the 
initiative, and at twelve o’clock Baldock thraw hia cap into the ring, amid tho 
cheers of his partizans, who loudly provlaimed their opinions of M’Kelvey’s 
conduct in not at onco coming to fight. Baldock had for his attendants Jack 
Hicks and an East-End pug, and now the worst apprehensions 430 the weather 
were fully realised, fur rain came down steadily, making the straw provided by 
old Puggy, and the seats (conveyed with great troable by Billy Dancan, the re- 
spected inspector of tho P.B.A.) a great boon, Some time elapsed before 
M’Kelvey appeared, whilo Baldock, in hig fighting boots and ilinnels, wrapped 
in arug, and au umbrella over hig: head, paraded tho ring in & moot collected 
manner, After sme ten minutes, Baldook’s principal second began to inveigh 
against the protracted absence of M'Kelvey, and mado a most strenuous appaal 
to the referee, that official at once went to the hostelry (some distance off) 
where M'Kelvey was located, and ordered him into the riag ; but this was noc 
until Baidock hud been pacing the ring for sevontoen minutes. A frivolous ob- 
ection, to gain further time, was then made against the spikes in Baldock's 
tonin which was Most properly taken no notice of by the referee, The men 
now commenced the finishing touches to their toilet, M'Kelvey being es- 
quired by Young Baldock and “ Mr. Anothay,” Daring this proceeding, the 
betting became rather brisk at 6 to 4on M'Kelvey, anda most uuseemly alterca- 
tion occurred between two brothers, a proceeding that cannot be too strongly

THE DEOISION OF THE STAKEHOLDER, 

The parties were, by ordor of the referoe, to meet at the office of tho 
stakeholder on Thursday, when Baldock's backers were not allowed an 
audience, but received the decision in writing. The stakoholdor 
inveighs most strongly against the conduct manifested towards the 
refereo, and indignantly calls attention to a cowardly assault com- 
mitted upon an undefended man, who was performing a duty, at all 
timea onerous, and under any circumstances, a disagreeable offico, 
Having been struck, the referao at once resi gned his office, and the stake. 


holder emphatically states that no ons connected with his office shall 
ever again be placed in such @ position, 


It is decided that tho stakes shall ba drawn, and each man 
receive hig money back, but on no account. shall any one ba 
allowed to accompany Baldock, who alone will be admitted and 
receive his portion of the stakos. Of course all beta are off, and the 
unsatisfactory tormiaation of this, which had been looked forward to 
as a real mill, carried out with order and regularity, has failed, 
are another stone thrown at tho already sinking fortunes of the 
Ring. 

Our contemporary could have done no other in coming to a decision 
than give each man his money. But we must deprecate in the 
strongest language, the attack on Mr, Westhall, who, from our own 
experience of his desire at all times to act rightly, would, we had 
thought, been sacred from ruffianism. How, we would ask, can those 
who are professors of the Ring, or are supporters, or live by the Ring. 
expect in future contests gentlemen of character and responsibility 
to‘undertake the duties of referee? It is pleasing, however, to atate, 
that the offending party at once made an ample apology. 

We hope we shall hear no more of such disreputable proceedings, 
the only reason that the Ring is tolorated at all is on the presumed 
principlo that it engenders a spirit of fair play; the opponents of the 
profession have now another, and one of the most cogent reasons of all, 
for condemning its members,

OHIPPENHAM POULTRY SHOW SEEN UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES, 


It had been my intention to inspect the poultry at Chippenham on 
the morning of the second day, because the Show not being opened to 
the public on the first day until threo o'clock, there is not much chance 
in dark Novombor of seoing the birds plainly so late in the afternoon, 
Indeed, the early morning is the best time to visit a poultry show. 
The fowls are lively, they step round their pens with a proud air, 
sometimes approaching you in the hope of getting food; in short, on a 
fine morning they look to perfection, Judge, then, my extreme dismay 
to find at the very last moment that it was but a one-day’s Show, [ 
was aware, indeed, that no cattle would be exhibited on account of the 
‘‘rinderpest,” but we all expected the Poultry Bhow would, as usual, 
last two days, I hurried down to Chippenham unwilling that a Wilt- 
«hire Show should take place without * Wicrsmms Recror” having 
epleasure of seoing it. 

Larrived at four o'clock, and raced frantically from pen to pen. 
Fortunately two friends, able judges of poultry, had been present all 
the time ans the opening, so [was able. to avail myself of their 
opinion formed, not at twilight like my own, but in broad daylight, 
for the Show this year was opened earlier than usual. There being 
no cattle show, no catalogues had been printed, so that if I make 
any mistakes, darkness, and the want of a printed guide and remem- 
brancer, must be my excuses. I mention this, as there is an immaca- 
late letter-writer who seos spots very plainly (tis a shame to pelt tho 
poor man with a pun involving a Latin derivation), My first inquiry 
was about the Gamo classes, for they are generally very good at this 
Show. «This year the Black Reds, especially, wore excellent, much 
better than last year; the cocks were finer birds, and yet moss of thom 
not coarse, nor not “little bits of things,” mere symmotry without 
power; this is well, Mr. Waller's pon (first prize) were very noble birds. 
Mr, Stevenson's single cock (“the prize”) is an extremely fine bird. 
Spanish, Mr, ffeath, of Oalno, firstas usual, Cochins, Misa Milward, 
first, prize, with a very pretty, pon of Buffs. This lady's birds aro ex- 
cellent in colour, abundant in floff, short-legged, and well-shaped. If 
she could bread them larger she would be a very formidable antagonist, 
even at our foremost shows. Twas glad to see a greater numbor of 
Hamburghs ; the Golden-pencilled were, however, the best, Polands, 
firat prize, Mr, Winton, In regard to Game Bantams I must notice 
the first prize, they belonged to Mr, Dowding, of Ohippenham, and 
unless t greatly mistake, they will win farther laurela; also a pen of 
Silver-laced Bantams (Sebrights) appeared, from what I could see of 
them, to be betrer than nanal, Ll must not forget to notica that Lord 
Cowley sont in a pen of Frizzled fowls, which looked as if the ladies 
of Draycot Park had carefully dene up their feathers in curl-papers 
the night before, and only taken them out jast before the Show 
began.

ae Berjean’s “ Book of Dogs,” published by Mr. Hotten ot Picoa- 
dilly, we have facsimiles of engraving, by Israel van Meckenen (148%), 
and of Urs Graf, better known by the name of Gamberlein (1507), and 
after him of Martin de Vos (1579), From these we learn that the 
spaniel was well-known and bred in their day; and Londerzeel (1586) 
furnishes us a proof that setting or pointing was known in his time, 
and that the larger spaniel or setter was used for the purpose. Indes 
before his day, dogs were trained to “ set,” and wore of the spanie 
breed, forone (rigid and cataleptic as the modern setter) is depict 
in an engraving by Hans Shaneflein (1520). git 

The heavy, large-eared, well-feathored, short-legged “ field spaniels, 
have been known for years as “ springers.” ‘The smaller dogs of the 
same family are called “cockers.” The springers are divided into 
Sussex, Clumber, and Norfolk, Cockers are crosses from, or larg? 
specimens of, the King Charles or Blenheim spaniel ; besides which, 
there are the liver-eoloured breeds so common in Wales and Devon: 
shire. 

In former days beating coverts with men was the oxception, not the 
rule, and both springers and cockers were in great request, carefully 
bred, and easily obtained. But the modern system so reduced the 
demand, that they have been almost forgotten, The dog shows, how~ 
ever, have of late years brought out a few good specimens; and besides 
this, it has been found that the spaniel, if well broken and temperate, 
isa very killing dog, even for partridges, in cases where, owing to the 
modira system of cultivation, pointers and setters cannot act. 

The Sussex ia a distinct and a very old-established breed. He 
divides the hovours of old family with the Clumber, and he always 
has been and will be in demand. He should be of a deep golden liver 
colours and should weigh about 351b, ‘ 

His head should be long and heavy; his eye large and languishingi 
his forehead, projecting over the eye; the muzzle, square; the lips 
% ather pendulous; his mouth, large; and his under-jaw must rather 
recede from the upper-jaw. 

His ears (for show) should bo large, and well-furnished with silky 
hair; they should be small or narrow, where they spring from the 
head, and large or lobe-shaped at the base ; they should be set low down 
and hang close to the chéeks. For actual service, however; we prefer 
a smaller ear provided it is of the same character. 

The nostrils should be large, the nose large and liver-coloured, 

‘To a head such as we describe we should give 30 points. 

The neck should be strong and muscular, with the crest a little 
arched. ‘The chest should be wide, the shoulders, well thrown back ; 
the body, Jong and round. The points we should thus state: neck, 5; 
chest, 5; shoulders, 5; body, 10, 

The legs should be short and strong, well flewed to the foot before 
and behind; the feet (which are nearly always good in a spaniel) 
should be round, well arched, and abundantly furnished with feather 
Points: legs, 5; feet, 5, 

The loins should be very strong ; the back ribs very deep and round ; 
the tail (docked to about 9 inches and well feathered), should be set 
low, and have a low downward action. The proper carriage of the 
tail marks tho spaniel’s purity as much a3 anything. Points: loin, 
5; back ribs, 5; set of tail, 5. . 

The coat should be waved (not curled), thick, silky, shining, and 
abundant, and, as we have already said, of a golden liver colour. 
Points for coat and colour, 10, 

In temperament he should be cheerful, courageous and docile, The 
points for temperament we put at 10, 


Heseldom throws his tongue except he rung riot; and if well disci- 
plined, is very temperate in covert. He enters into the spirit of his 
work, and when made a close ranger and taught to drop to shot and 
to the flush of the bird, he will not only work his gamo up steadily, 
but work it to the gun. fe is better for water than the generality 0 
Clumbers. and he is a little faster in his work. He is easily taught to 
retrieve if his taste lies that way, and then he rarely breaks his game. 
Occasionally he is of asulky temper, in which case ho is virtually use- 
less ; but when good and willing, he will try every inch of ground, 
twisting and turning rouad every stump, and pushing through every 
break and bush, with indomitable perseverance ; waiting after the 
shot to hear the thud of the bird upon the groand, with a look that 
bespeaks hig pleasure and his intelligence, Well qualified, well 
broken, and well handled (for he is easily spoiled), he is one of the 
most delightfaleompanions, and a thorough killing general dog. 

Mr. Fuller, of Brigktling, Sussex, had a colebrated breed of Susso% 
spaniels, but we believe he has lost them, and a good strain (appt 
rently Sussex) obtained from tho late Mr. F. Burdett, exists in the 
neighbourhood of Atherstone, A gentleman, at Cowfleld, in Suasex. 
also (we understand) possesses two or three excellent examples of this 
valuable breed. Our example was bred by Mr. Fuller some ten years 
ago, and was the best-looking Sussex spaniel wo ever saw, but we 
are not aware that any of his get are now in existonce,— Field,

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AMERICAN HUNTERS AND THE WOLVERINE, 


What is it that teaches the carcajou, or the North American glutton 
—better known as the wolverine—the fur-hunter’s worst and most 
tnconquerable foe, to outwit him as he does, to render his most cun- 
hing devices of no avail, to destroy the painful labours of weeks, and 
detect every fresh invention of his wearied ingenuity with perfect 
ease? The Indians call him Kekwaharkess or ‘* The Hyil One ;” and 
indeed he completely supersedes in sagacity that greatly over-rated 
animal the serpent, and is quite a Dantesque beast in ferocity and 
cunning. With unconquerable perseverance does he track the 
trappers, even as they track bis furry brethren, with whom he 
lives on murderous terms—killing, mutilating, devouring them in the 
Merest wantonness of savage and destructive instinct. When the 
trapper sees the track of his broad feet, armed with powerful claws, 

the snow, he knows that much of his labour will be lost; 
that his traps will be destroyed and his prizes devoured; that 
his occupation in the particular direction in which he has 


en traced by the wolverine is gone; and most tantal- 
ising conviction of all, that no measures of retaliation have 
the smallest prospect of success. Tho wolverine is the one 


indomitable tyrant of the forest—the one creature whom man 
has to fear, even as the other creatures fear man. Ho cannot, indeed, 
deprive his human victim of life, but he can destroy his toilsome and 

atient labours, and drive him from the field of his hard-won gains. 

nelinct will account for this detestable and yet grimly-admirable 
brute’s conduct, when in hunting for the trail he comes to a lake, 
where the track is geuerally drifted over, and gallops all round it, as 
if the diabolical determination of the whole of Mazeppa’s wolves was 
lodged in his ill-smelling carcase, until he finds the point at which the 
track enters the forest again, and gallops onward in his career of de- 
struction. Butit is only instinct that enables him to outwit the wisdom 
of man, to render all his ingenuity useless, to bafile his utmost efforts 
directed to the most serious object of his life—the preservation of the 
fruits of his toil and the means of his subsistence. It is not very sur- 
prising that the Indians should be sound theologians in so far as an 
unhesitating belief in the devil is concerned, when they haye oppor- 
tunities of watching the proceedings of the wolverine, 

The English amateurs (Lord Milton and Dr, Cheadle) had amplo 
proof of the sagacity of this pestilent creature within their own ex~ 
perience; und La Ronde (the trapper, who accompanied them) told 
them how his life had many times been rendered burthensome by the 
impossibility of eluding, defeating, or punishing the wolverine, 

“ He is never caught by the ordinary ‘dead fall. Occasionally one 
is poisoned or caught ina steel trap; but his strength is so great 
that many traps strong enough to hold securely a large wolf will not 
retain the wolverine, When caught in this way he does not, like the 
fox and the’ minx, proceed to amputate the limb, but, assisting to 
carry the trap with his mouth, makes all haste to reach a lake or river, 
where he can hasten forward at speed, unobstructed by trees and fallen 
wood, After travelling far enough to be safe from pursuit for a time, 
he devotes himself to the extrication of the imprisoned limb, in which 
he not uvusually succeeds.” 

Such was the account of the carcajou given by La Ronde to his 
companions as they set out at a round of visits to the traps pre- 
viously set, and calculated to prepare them for finding them skilfully 
torn open at the back, and the animals extracted to be eaten, if the 
wood-devil chanced to be hungry, and if he were only normally male- 
volent, to be mutilated and hidden away in the underwood, or at the 
top of atree. ‘To this animal’s indomitable endurance, profound saga 
city, and long-sighted cunning, is added insatiable curiosity. ‘The 
latter is a very suggestive and unbrutish quality. He will bestow the 
most laborious and critical examination of an old moccassin which he 
finds in the bushes, or a knife which he ferrets out of the snow, never 
abandoning his investigation until he has apparently arrived at a satis- 
factory conclusion relative to the origin and purpose of the trouvyaille. 
Nevertheless, so admirably is proportion maintained in his well-regu- 
lated mind, that when his human, but rarely superior antagonist 
endeavours to beguile him into dangerous positions, by setting baits for 
his curiosity, he very rarely succeeds ; for the curiosity of the beast is 
not more insatiable than his caution is ever present.—'The Beautiful

Theodore Barriére, read recently at the Odéon, and which produced

Death or MM. MeEtesvitte anp Dumanoir.-—Both of these 
celebrated dramatists have been carried off by death during the past 
month. ‘To their ever active pens the French (and English) stage 
was indebted for some of the most attractive pieces of the Inst thirty 
years. Dumanoir—or, to style bim by his correct name, Manoir— 
was born at Guadaloupe in 1806, of a family ennobled in 1773. He 
came to Paris with the view of studying law, but the success of a 
piece entitled ‘Ina Semaine des Amours,” which he wrote in con- 
junction with Maillan {(who also became celebrated as a dramatist), 
induced him to adont the profession of dramatist. His principal 
collaborateurs were Scribe, Dumersan, De Leuven, Bayard, Méles- 
ville, Maillan, and MM, Clairville and Dennery. He died at Pau, 
whither his medical advisers had sent him for the establishment of 
his health, which had been impaired for a considerable period. One 
of the latest of his pieces produced in London, was ‘The Work- 
shops of Paris,” a translation of ‘ Les Drames du Cabaret,” brought 
out last year at the Adelphi. M. Mélesville was buried on the 11th 
of last month, atPere-Lachaise, in the presence of a vast assemblage 
of dramatic and theatrical celebrities. 

Turatre Imperran po Caatecer.—At this theatre a version of 
the younger Dumas’s romance of ‘‘ Les Trois Hommes Fortes” has 
been brought out with indifferent success, 

“Ln Passs or M. Jovanne” has been produced at the Gymnase 
Dramatique, with striking success.

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: ORIGINAL ANECDOTES OF SAYERS. 


By Mr. R. Kina, nis Brorner-ix-Law. 


At the age of fourteen years Sayers came to London to my wife, 
Louis’s eldest sister, at Camden-town, where I was then residing. 
He was desirous of learning a trade, and the one he chose was that 
of a bricklayer. I found him a very sharp boy, and I thought he 
would make a bright man in the world, I pak him along with the 
bricklayera and he soon got on, but after a ittle while I was told by 
some of them that he was always fighting with some boy or other. 
T used to talk to him and go did his sister, but all of no avail, for it 
appeared fighting was his delight. I recollect that at some extensive 
worka I was carrying on at the Hippodrome Race Course, Notting- 
hill, there wasa poor Russian refugee, who could not speak English, 
and was constantly asking me in his way to give him a job as a 
labourer, Tom asked me to take him on, and I did so, and the 
Russian had not been many weeks at work before he met with an 
accident, but was soon well and at work again. There were on the 
works about sixteen navigators, and one of them one day at dinner- 
time, tormented the poor Russian. Tom took the Russian’s part. 
The navvy told Tom if he did not hold his tongue he would give him 
‘a slap of the head.” Tom replied that ‘he had better try it on.” 
Tom was then in his seventeenth year. A ring was formed, and at 
it they went, and Tom gave the navvy,in about ten minutes, a 
severe thrashing, The navvy's mate who seconded him, not being 
satisfied at Tom’s thrashing his friend, challenged him, and at it 
they went, and in less than a quarter of an hour the other navvy was 
glad to say ‘enough ” and succumb to a mere boy. This gained 
Tom many friends among his mates, and he had several rough fights 
with fellows about that part, and always with bigger men than him- 
self, but never failed to come off victorious. After I completed the 
works Tom thought he could better himself, and left me for some 
time, but soon returned and asked me to give him a job ; I did so, 
for at that time I had some very extensive works on Wandsworth- 
common. One day the labomers were what is termed “ having a 
run,” which is to overload the scaffold with bricks and mortar. 
Among the gang of Jabourers there was a tall strong Irishman, and he 
shot a hod of bricks over Tom’s fect. ‘Tom spoke civilly to him and told 
him not to do it again; but he did it a second time and Tomagain spoke 
to him, and he told Tom if he did not like it he would give him 
a slap of the head. Dinner time came, and as the Irishman and his 
mates began chafling Tom a fight was agreed on, All the men 
started to the common, as I could not allow it on the works—the 
Lrishman told Tom he would get him ready for his coffin--and a 
ring was formed. The two stripped, and the difference between 
them wag surprising. ‘Tom a mere boy, not eighteen years old, and 
the other a man above six fect high. The fight commenced, and 
during the first hour Tom was thrown tremendously. The grotind 
was very slippery, and Tom could not keep his footing. He pulled 
off his boots, and at it he went, and, after fighting two hours and 
three quarters, the poor Irishman was laid for dead on the ground, 
Tom, with only a few bruises, commenced dancing, and was soon at 
his lodgings, while the Irishman was carried on a shutter to his 
lodgings, three doctors attending him all night, for they did not 
know one hour from another but what he would die, He had never 
been beaten before, and had fought some very good men, Towards 


night the police were after poor Toi, but his mates let him know | 


of this, and he was concealed at Tooting in a stable in a large corn: 
bin till three o'clock in the morning, when he came up to London 
under a load of hay. He went to his sister’s, and was ready to go 
to work again in three days. This fight got Tom quite a name about 
Wandsworth and Tooting, and a waterman sent word he would 
fight him for £5. ‘Tom’s mates soon got the five pounds, but when 
man and money put in an appearance Mr. Waterman would not 
fight him, ss Tom told him, if he could not get the money he would 
ive him a chance, and fight» him to see’ which was the best man; 
fiat it was no go: no fight came off. Another time, when ‘Tou: was 
at work on the Railway works xt Chalk Farm, one Saturday even- 
ing a quarrel took place among the bricklayers. Ono of the num- 
ber, a fellow who was considered & first-rate man, offered to fight 
the best manin the works. ‘Tom was ready, and up he sprang to go 
out and fight him, The bricklayers laughed at the boy, but at it 
they went, and, after a severe battle of about three-quarters of an 
hour, the big man, for such he was, called enough, Many more 
rough fights he had, but his first prize fight was with one Abraham 
Crouch for five pounds aside, which is published in his career. 
L have often heard him say that he would rather go out and have 
a fight than have his dinner or go to work, 


THE CLERGYMAN AND THE PRIZE FIGHTER. 

A clergyman residing in a'village not twelve miles from St. Paul's, 
the other day missed the 'bus which was his usual means of con- 
veyance. He waa in a hurry, and did not feel inclined to walk three 
or four miles. In this dilemma he applied to the landlord of the 
nearest public house, Boniface, who was Mr. W. P, Warner, of the 
Welsh Harp, Hendon, would assist him with pleasure, — There 
was a gentleman in the house who was going to staré for London 
immediately ; would he give the clergyman a lift. Of course he would 
The clergyman was delighted, and away he and his newly-formed 
acquaintance rode, As they approached near town, it seemed to the 
clergyman that every one was staring at them, He could not 
understand it, ‘The more he thought of it, the more unintelligible 
did the general staring appear.

‘¢Qh, indeed,” said the clergyman,” “ then perhaps you will have 
the kindness to set me down,” ‘ Indeed I shall not,” replied the hero 
of the Ring ; ‘* I promised to drive you to London—and to London 
you go along with me,” And thus the worthy pair rode on—the 
mob greeting Sayers everywhere as a favourite—the clergyman feel- 
ing not a little out of place, 


TOM SAYERS'S DOG IN THE CLUTCHES OF THE 
LONDON DOG STHEALERS. 

A short time previous to last Christmas Day, Tom Sayers was on 
a fraterna} visit at Brighton, and left his dog at his stables in 
Camden-town, under the guard of his stableman. Those impudent 
varlets, the London dog thieves, had often threatened, in ‘Tom’s 
hearing too, to “lift” the noble hound, early or late, and were 
invited to try and do their beast, as Tom had an impression that the 
dog would tear to atoms any stranger who might have the temerity 
to take liberties with the brute, More than one of the seamps had 
frequently followed Tom from sporting houses to “drums” where 
Tom usually dropped in at, but as the dog when left on the trap out- 
side, attracted much attention, the dog-imps found their prey too 
well guarded to attempt a raid upon.

THE GARDEN. 


KITCHEN GARDEN, 

As long asthe present wet weather continues we would strongly 
advise that all digging and trenching should be deferred until a more 
favourable opportunity, Brussels Sprouts, when the head is cut tho 
dead leaves would be removed, but none of the green oner, as the 
protect the young side sprouts. The same may bo said of Scotch 
ale, and other winter greens. Oabbage, when a favourable oppor- 
tuvity occurs take advantage of it to earth up the autumn plantations, 
it nct only invigorates them, but prevents their boing loosened by the 
wind. Oauliflowers, never neglect giving daily air to those under hand- 
glasses nd in frames, except during severe frost; if the plants are now 
drawn by an insufficiency of air, they will be very liable to button off. 
Cucumbers, we purposely say but little on the winter treatment of 
plants growing in frames, as there are but few persons who go to the 
troxble and expense of this mode of cultivation who have the conve- 
nionce of a stove or Oucumber-pit, as plants may there be cultivated 
with much greater certainty. Mndive, any that may have been placed 
in frames should have air freely admitted to them, to preveut their 
rotting. Mushrooms, the beds out of doors to have a thick covering 
of straw, over which should be placed mats to protect them from wet 
and frosc; the straw when wet to be replaced with dry. Parsley, as 


' most families require a large supply, frames should bo placed over a 


pertion to protect it from frost; some roots should also be potted and 
placed in one of the houses where they will be protected from frost, 
and, when wanted, can be placed in a house where forcing is going on. 
Potatoes, when the weather is favourable, ground intended for Potato 
culture should be rough-dug and exposed to the action of the weather 
as much 48 possible, and manure, if employed at all, should be most 
sparingly applied. Radishes, as soon as they como up in the frames 
give air at every favourable opportunity, to prevent their drawing. 
FRUIT GARDEN. 


Do not lot Pears become over-ripe before being used; also look over 
the whole stock as often as time can be spared, removing any fruit that 
exhibit symptoms of decay, and put them aside for immediate use. 
Apples are keeping very badly this year. Any of the more choivo 
varieties of Pears that do not ripen properly in the fruit-room should 
be removed to a warm ee for afew days, which will be found to 
greatly improve them. Keep all fruit as cool and dry as possible; if 
frost. is excluded from the house it can scarcely be too cool when the 
object is to preserve fruit plump and sound as long as possible. Where 
orchard trees have been for some years left unpruned, the hand-saw 
will be required to thin out the larger branches ; keep the middle of 
the trees open to admit air, and to promote the formation of fruit-budg 
on the interior branches. — It is, however, a bad practice to leave any 
description of fruit tree to itself, as it would in all cases pay the calti- 
vator to prune once @ year at least, If hitherto delayed Strawberry ~ 
beds should be dressed with short. rich manure, We aro NOt partial to 
the practice of digging between the rows; the manure may remain on 
the surface until the spring, when it can be slightly pricked in with a 
fork. Remove all unnecessary runnersif they have been negligently 
allowed to remain. Iinish pruning Currants, some of the larger kinds 
will repay the attention of superior culture; trained to a wall, and 
spurred as Vines, they approach some of the varieties of these in the 
seize and weight of their bunches. 

FLOWER GARDEN, 

Let lawns be well rolled whon sufliciently dry for the purpose, every 
part of the turf should be frequently swept during the winter. Nothing 
ads so much to the enjoyment of pleasure-ground scenery as well- 
\ ty turf, and when connected with evergreen shrubs an agreeable ro- 
lief to the dreariness of the season is afforded, which renders the loss 
of more attractive plants less to be regretted. At the same timo 66a 
that the walks aro kept dry and firm, in order that they may be 
traversed with comfort at all times. While the weather ‘continues 
mild the planting of deciduous treos may be proceeded with, provided 
the state of the ground will permit of the operation being profitably 
conducted, Deciduous trees and shrubs may be pruned whenever 
there is time, except during severe frost. Valuable plants, as yario- 
gated hollies, rhodedendrons, &c., if not growing so freely as it ig 
desirable that they should do, would be benefited by a liberal allow- 
ance of rotten manure or Senet a ho leaf soil applied as a top-dreasing, 
covering if with a little fine soil, and working it into the ground 
around the ball towards the oxtremities of the roots. Rhododendrong 
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CONSERVATORY AND GREENHOUSE. 

Attend carefully to Specimen hard-wooded plants which it may be 
necossary to winter in the conservatory; many of these are impatient 
of fire-heat and aconfined atmosphere. Use no more artificial warmth, 
therefore, than is absolutely necessary, and endeavour to counteract 
its drying effects either by means of evaporating-pans or by printing 
the borders, &c., in order to prevent anything like a dry parched state 
of the atmosphere. It is in many cases difficult to maintain a suf- 
ficiently moist atmosphere without causing drip, asthe moisture in the 
house becomes condensed upon the glass, and unless provision is made 
by means of inside-gutters and pipes to catch the condensed moisture 
and carry it off, it is nearly impossible in frosty weather to preserve 
the beauty of flowers for any length of time, and in cases where there 
is no provision made against this kind of meisture falling upon the 
parta,the temperature should be kept as low as may be consistent 
with safety, avoiding moisture in the atmosphere as far as possible 
whenever the glass is affected by frost. 

, STOVE. 

This will require a very liberal ventilation now, increasing fire-heat 
if necessary; in order to accomplish it still apply moisture to the air, 
although in a diminished degree, but withhold moisture entirely from 
the roots of deciduous Orchids, or those sinking into @ state of repose, 
Any late specimens, or importutions of Orchids making late growths, 
should have the lightest situation in the house, and still receive a little 
moisture at the roots occasionally ; light, however, is the great 
desideratum in order to produce those secretions on which alone 
depends their power of passing through a long winter success- 
fully. If there is any prospect of a scarcity of bloom next May, a por- 
tion of the Achimenes and Gloxiniag should be potted at ouce and 
pile in a warm part of the stove, choosing can as have been the 

ongest at rest; and a few QOlerodendrons, Allamandas, a plant of 
Kchites splendens, aud one of Dipladenia crassinoda, may also be 
started; but unless plants of these with well-ripened wood are at com- 
mand, and that have been some time at rest, there will be nothingt 
gained ky attempting to start them into growth at present, for in mos 
casos it is difficult at this season to maintain a sufficiently warm tem- 
poreue to secure anything like free growth from these unless they 
1ave been well prepared for an early start. Let Leoras and all other 
hard-wooded plants that have made sufficient growth be kept rather 
dry at the root in order to check growth and induce a tendency to form 
bloom-buds, but do not let the soil in the pots become so dry as to 
affect the foliage. 

PITS AND FRAMES. 

With the assistance of a garden-frame, and stable manure or tan to 
furnish a gentle heat, Hyacinths may be had at Ohristmas, and with a 
good stock of bulbs the display may be kept up till April or May. For 
early flowering the bulbs should bs planted in September, as advised 
at that time; those to flower in Spring to be planted during the months 
of October, November, and December, It may be well to state that 
three bulbs grown together in a six-inch pot (thirty- two's) produce a 
much finer effect than single bulbs. ‘The soil used for potting should 
be as rich as possible, such ag one-half turfy loam and well decom- 
posed cow or horse manure, with ». small portion of clean sand inter- 
mixed. IH, however, this cannot be obtained, then the lightest and 
richest at command must be employed instead. Fill the pots lig htl£ 
with the prepared compost, and place the bult upon the surface, 
slightly pressing it into the soil, After giving the newly-planted bulbs 
a liberal watering, set the pots out of doors on a place where perfect 
drainage is secured, 4nd cover them with about # foot of old tan, 
ashes, sawdust, or any other light material, After remaining therefor 
a month or five weeks the bulbs will be sufliciently rooted to render 
it safe to remove them to a gentle bottom heat of about 55°, introducing 
the pots in numbers proportionate to the demand at intervals of about 
a fortnight. We would caution the amateur when forcing the Hyacinth 
to be careful not to allow the roots to penetrate into the fermenting 
material, A sitting-room window forms a suitable situation for 
Hyacinths while in bloom, and thoir beauty will be longer in fading 
there than in most situations, In no instance should they be removed 
from a close atmosphere, or suddenly exposed in a sitting-room 
window, until they have been previously hardened in a suitable 
temperaturo to withstand cold drying ourrents.--Coltage Gardener,

THE CENTRAL FARMERS’ CLUB AND THE CATTLE 
PLAGUE. 

On Monday afternoon a deputation of the members of this club 
waited by appointment on the Fords of the Privy Council, in White- 
hall, to lay before them their views on the subject of the cattle plague 
now raging in different parts of the country, and the Orders in 
Council relating thereto. The deputation consisted of Mr. Robert 
Leeds, chairman, and Mr. H, Corbett, secretary of the Central Far- 
mers’ Club; Mr. Owen Wallis, Northampton ; Mr. Dumbrell, Sussex ; 
Mr. Coussonaker, Surrey ; Messrs, Charles and James Howard, Bed- 
ford; Mr J, Thomas, Beds; Mr. J. Q. King, Berkshire: Mr, W. 
J. Brown, Wilts; Mr. Matthew Reynolds, Beds; Mr, Carter, Lon- 
don, Mr. Marsh, Kent. : 

A memorial which was presented prayed for the suspension of all 
dealings in store stock for a period of two months, and also for 
permission to sell fat stock only wnder very stringent conditions, 

Sir George Cirey, by whom the deputation was received, said the 
object of the deputation had been partly anticipated by the new Orders 
in Council just issued; and he thought it desirable that the experiment 
thus commenced should have a fair trial before any further alteration was 
made.

Important Boat MatcH on tHe Tyne.—Aquatics so far this 
season have prognosticated a remarkable issue, that is considering the 
ups and downs many of the northern oarsmen have been subjected to, 
and tho defeat of thoae parties who had attained a prominence some- 
what traditiouary, and a fame both country wide and world wide. 
Twelve months back very few boating men would have vouchsafed to 
dare the assertion that the great Ooally river, once s0 great, would so 
early have been divested of its prestige, renown, and almost honour, 
and that Bob Ohambers, the oarsman of all oarsmen be it said, would 
have suffered vanquishment and thereby lost the Ohampionship, eape- 
cially by the hero of the Thames, whom he had so successfully worked 
against onatrio of similar occasions, The narrative is perfect, Howaver: 
and the Tyne, in the absence of Bob Chambers and his equal, Bob 
Cooper, we fear must long remain in statu quo, Naturally enough the 
championship cannot be supposed to remain with ono man always, 80 
wo do not regret the change on account that the change will excite 
and agitate other men who admire progression and the honour attached 
to perseverance and honest conduct, Muny other good men and true 
besides Chambers have unexpectedly been beaten; for instance, one of 
tho contestants in the present race who by all means little dreamt of 
defeat; so it proved however. The articles stipulated that James 
Taylor pull George Wakefield, both of Noweastle, from the 
Bridge to Paradiso Quay, a probable distance of 2} miles, for 
£80 a side, to comeoff on the 271h November, to wit, Monday last, 
Tho articles were signed by Messrs. Taylor and Wakefield, in the 

resence ol Mr. R. Wallace, at the Star Hotel. £5 9 side was paid to 

r, Baird on the 28rd ult.; £5 a side with Mr. J. Bagnall, Wheat 
Sheaf Inn, on the 80th Oct.; £6 a side with Mr. Baird on the 6th 
inst.; £5 aside with Mr. Bagnall on the13thinst. The fifth and 
last deposit was made on Saturday night last, at Mr. T, J, Pickott’s, 
Grey-strest, of £10 a side, who was stakeholder. There was a large 
attendance, and some moderate betting. According to the articles 
quoted, Mr. Pickett, in the case of dispute had to nominate a refereo, 
80 the veteran Harry Olasper, whose knowledge of the legislation of 
boating mattera ia proverbial, was elected. Some few weoks back 
Taylor contested with Thomas “Matfin, for £50. Tho match unfor- 
tunately occupied s couple of days to decide it properly, At tho firat 
meeting a foul occurred, and a race over again was decided on. They 
met accordingly, when Taylor pulled through, after as gamo a match 
ag any pulled on the T'yne. ‘Taylor also a short time previously de- 
foatod. Tobit H. Olasper and several others at Talkin Tarn, From this 
it will be seen that he was not to be trifled with. All aquatic men 
know the Bros. Taylor, who for pluck and skill on British waters 
have rarely been excelled, Ono of the crew was Jemmy, a smart, 
agreeable, modest, plain-spoken young man, and tho hero of Mon- 
day’s match. He is scarcely thirty years of ago, Wakefield we have 
known for many years, ind we can bear testimony as to his sculling 
talents, and his character as a real right down civil, educated 
yee, man, who respects, and is respected by the public. 

t. would perhaps have been suitable to havo described his 
many matches, but apace forbids; ho however has been a most 
euccesstul oarsman both in heavy and light crafts. We had a bit crack 
with him after the match, whon he informed us that ho had only lost 
two out of eight matches, so his backers cannot very woll grumble. 
His ago is 25 years. The progross of the match has not been marked 
with any peculiar drawback or favouritism, it went on steadily and 
surely, and we are called on to record the result, unexpected to a 
cortain extent, though it was. A short time previous to tho race, 
Wakefield pa up at Blyth, the Commercial Inn, tho hostelry of Mrs. 
J. Boyd, when on tho Blyth river he took satisfactory work with Mr. 
James Boyd, who was lately beaten by Smith Scorlield, in skiffs, for 
£80, Wakefield only returned to Nesvoastle on Tuesday, the 2lat inst., 
wo saw him immediately on his return, when ho certainly looked the 
picture of good health and confidence, Taylor stuck to the Tyne, and 
under Hally Nichol he received a proper tuition, ‘he time stated for 
the start waa 10 o’clock, It was a fine bracing frosty morning, and 
very suitable to both men to fairly settle the question of superiority, 
On account of a frosh in the river there was little or no tide, There 
was @ large assembly of spectators, such, in fact, aa can only be wit- 
nessed on the banks of the Tyne. Tho Gateshead sido, the two Bridges, 
and North side, wore extensively patronised; so was the river to an 
extent, ‘Three steamers attended, the Anthony Nichol (official boat), 
Poroy, and Myatery, all of which wero fully filled by the town and 
eountry sportsmen, On board the formor wo, as usual, noticed, Mr, J. 
Pickett, Mr. William Blakey, Mr, J, Nanson, Mr, Edward Monkhousa, 
Mr. Thomas Papo, Mr. Ned Elliott, Mr, James Boyd, of Blyth, Mr. J, 
Percy, Mr. Robert Cooper, Mr. William Muras, Mr. W. Walker, Mr. 
James Grant, Mr, Winter, Mr. James Beldon, &e., &o., &e. Wake- 
field was favourite, 5 to 4 boing frequently laid; there was, on the 
whole, plenty of betting. About two or three minutes to 10 o'clock 
Wakefield put off in a fine-looking craft, the property of Mr. Simm. 
Taylor at onee followed in the Princeas Alexandra, belonging to Bob 
Cooper. Somo considerable timo was wasted to get a atart ; first a 
mass of timber caused an obstruction, then a string of coal and cinder 
keels got into the way, and to while away the time the two men pulled 
up and down within an area of 200 yards for the next ten minutes, 
when they stripped and took up their places near to the Mansion 
House. They had agreed to start from that place, and after lying a 
minute or 60 they laid the boat money, and without o single false 


attempt 
THE START 
‘was made, and the excitement, as a matter of course, of the people at 
once became something out of the usual, ‘* Gan’ on Geordie,” “Now 
then, Jim,” &c., &c ; wore uttered loud and porhaps incoherently, and 
the rowers plied their oars with so much effect, grace and pith as to 
properly merit favour, ‘Taylor soon showed his peculiar and gifted 
trait of bidding hia man adieu as early as he possibly could, and we 
should say that Wakefiold imagined tho result of his efforts long ere 
the firat half mile was reached. As it was, Taylor from the absolute 
first atroke showed in front, inches crept into feet, and fest magnified 
into yards, and positively before 150 yards had been pulled Taylor was 
half alongth firat. That advantage, however, appeared to be a trivial 
consideration as he still continued to quickly leave Wakefield, who at 
the Skinner Burn was¥just his own length last, 2 to 1 on Taylor, 
Taylor never for the moment eased, and ho added in consequence 
another two feet or so tothe gap. It was now Wakefield’s turn to 
display his agility or dexterity as thecasomay be, “ Ho haud's Tay- 
Jor,” “ Keap at it Geordie,” “6 to4 Vil take,” &e. True Wakefield did 
quickly make up and a foul almost seemed inevitable. That was on 
account of Taylor pulling right inwards ; the foul, however, did not 
occur, at loast the sort of foul expected, but an accident equally as de- 
trimental to Wakefield happened, and which probably Jost, or at loast 
helped him to lose the contost. He was surely catching Taylor whenhe 
made friends with a keel; the consequence was he had to draw his left 
aoull entirely in before he could renew the race, All the time, of course, 
Taylor waa pulling with increased vigour and with 24 lengths the best 
of it. Tho raco was all over. Wakolield, a8 soon as he got fairly cloar, 
certainly slightly decreased the gap, but it was only of very brief dura- 
tion, as Taylor passed the Grindstone Quay one length and half clear; 
at the bend he increased it to four longths. Here Wakofield pulled far 
too far into the contre of tho river, which lost him another good length. 
This ocourred on account of an accident to his right hand. Opposite to 
Olasper’s boat house there was a gapof at least 90 yards, Taylor thon 
pulled furthor a-head, passed the Meadows Houge 120 yards first, and 
finally won by adistance approaching to 300 yards. Waketield also 
pulled the course out. Both men were taken on board the Anthony 
ichol. ‘Taylor collected » sum of money for Wakolield, whodid not 
seem to be in any way distressed. Taylor was all right, physically and 
mentally. We timed tho raco 19m. 50jsec,, not so bad considering that 
there was no tide, Taylor has reason to be proud of his success and 
his position as one of the leading Tyne oarsmen, ‘T’o the loser we need 
say, though beaten he hasstill former achievements to glanco at, and 
act as a solace if needs be.

A shoal of 17 bottle-nose whales got beached at Rattrayhead last 
week. One small whale has alao been cast ashore at Bucchanhaven.

son Davis of a U.S. officer. ‘Very much, sir,” tho officer replied.

Ripe strawberries were picked a few days sinco in a garden at Wel- 
lington, in Somerset, and ripe wild airawlanies were picked at the 
samo time in the hedges in the same neighbourhood. 

One of the jurymen engaged in an inquest! at the Marylebone 
Workhouse committed suicide by cutting his throat with a razor on the 
day after an adjournment of the inquiry, 

he special commission for the trial of the Fenian prisoners opened 
on Tuesday. ‘True bills were found against Stephens, Luby, the 
editor of the Irish People, and four of the other prisoners. 

Byrne, the warder, who is said to have aided in Stephens, the 
Fenian’s, escape, underwent a preliminary examination on Saturday, but 
the evidence against him was of a very superficial character. 

Tha Canadian Government are taking precautionary steps againat 
the Fenians, Nino corps had been sent to guard the frontier. At 
Toronto a portion of tho military were under arms, and the whole 
police force of the city. 

Tho intended marriago of the Princess Helena to.Princs Christian of 
Augustenburg, a brother to the duke who claims the Duchios of 
Schleswig-Holstein, is announced. It is understood that as the 
Prince has neither country nor subjects to claim his attention, the 
royal couple will permanently reside in England. 

‘A great meoting has been held in Manchester, to express indigna- 
tion at the Jamaica massacre, The mayor presided. Mr. T. B, Potter, 
M.P., and Mr. Jacob Bright were among tho speakers. The meeting 
condemned the conduct of General Eyre and voted a memorial to the 
Government prayiwg for full inquiry, 

As two sailors and two young women wero walking upon the mar- 
gin of Cromdarkin reservoir, Swangea, one of the men and one of the 
women slipped by some means down the embankment, and without 
being able to give so much as ono scream or cry, sunk under the water 
and were drowned. 

Ono day last weok Mrs. Millard, wifo of Mr. William Millard, ono 
of the principal farmers in Leighton, was found in a whey tub in the 
dairy, dead. The tub, which is lot into tho floor, contained a depth of 
about aix inches of whey, 'The most reasonable conjecture is, that Mrs. 
Millard slipped, and on falling was stunned. 

MM, Eulenburgand Landois, who have been lately making expori- 
ments ia the transfusion of blood, have ascertained that animals 
poisoned by opium may be keptalive by drawing away tho poisoned 
blood, aud substituting healthy blood taken from an animal of the same 
species, Ithas aleo been ascertained that animals may be kept alive 
when deprived of foed by periodical transfusion. 

In addition to tho removal of turnpikes already abolished, Parlia- 
mentary notices have been issued by the trustees of the Mile-end 
turp pike roads that it is their intention to apply for powers to abolish 
tho tollsin those districts,and to impose in Neu thereof a fine on the 
parishes. Bt, Mary, Whitechapel, Stratford and Bow, St. Matthew, 
Bethnal-green, and Poplar, figure amongst them. 

Tho Toronto Globe tells of an idiot, who while sitting upon the 
track of the Lake Shore Railroad, near Dunkirk, a day or two since, 
his head bent upon his knees, and fast asleep, was struck by a passing 
train and thrown a distance of forty feet. ‘Che train was immediately 
backed to the scene of disaster, when, imagino the surprise of the 
passengers at discovering the simpleton standing near the track, the 
only signa of injury manifested by him being exhibited in a vigorous 
friction of hia back. :

In the space botween the linitg and the cloth of his top coat a further 
sum of £1,500 in Bank of England notes was found sowed up. In the 
dress of a female companion was sewn the sum of £300 in Bank of 
Hngland notes. 

The premisesof Mossrs. Price and Gosnoll, manufacturing porfamers, 
Lombard-street, were burat down on Monday. Fires have also 
occurred during the week at Mr, Blummer’s, Little Petor-street, West- 
minster, in this case very littl damage being done; at 4, George- 
street, Spitalfields, » lodging-house, where two children who. were 
sleeping had a narrow escape from being suffocated. This flro was 
soon extinguished. Another fire took place on the premises of Mr. 
Mayfield, a gasfitter, No. 17, Tothill-stroet, Westminster. ‘Tho fire 
was confined to the back room at the top of the building. A fire also 
occurred at 19, Baker’s-buildings, Bishopsgate. Tho firemen and 
escape conductor got tho fire extinguished, but not until that part of 
the premises in which it commenced was burnt out. 


Anassault, arising out ofa betting transaction, waa the subject of a 
trial before Mr. Baron Martin and a jury on Tuesday. A Mr.’ Saunders, 
a betting man, aud conducting business in the public streets, Jost a bet 
toa gentleman named White at the Goodwood races two years ago. 
Ho did not pay, audon the winner meeting him he assaulted him. 
For thia an action was brought last year, and fhe plaintiff got ten 
guingas damages. Another meeting, followed by another assault at 
Ascot this year, led to another action, which was tried on Tussday. 
The jury only gave him ono farthing damages.

Tho 
Governor on opening the Houses of Legislature expressed his strong 
approval of the troop#, and thanked the officers and the Maroons for 
tho services they bad rendered, and urged further restrictive measures,

Tt ig stated that his lordship expressed 
himself strongly in favour of the views of the deputation, but said the 
Government mast have fall information before it took action.
